Two appliances have recently been 
tcsled with satisfactory resullB. .-Oue'lnveul. 
ed by Henry S. Parmelee, of New Haven, 
is an automatic extinguisher, described as 
follows: 
" "It consists of snrinlilors nlliichi!il to Ihe 
^ater pipes in a building in such a milliner 
that the water from them will entirely cover 
Iho coiling and floor. 
Over each sprinkler 


is placed a metallic cap, which is fastened in 
position by solder, fusible at I.", degrees of 
heat.

DENUDING A COUNTRY OP ITS TUBES.— Tho 


Khanate of Bokara affords a singular illus- 
tration of tho damage done by denuding a 
country, of it*, forests. Thirty years ago 
tho Khahata was one of tho most fertile 
provinces of Central Asia, and, well weeded 
and. watered, . was regarded as an earthly 
paradise. Pivo years thereafter a mania for 
forest-clearing broke out among tho inhabi- 
tants, and continued to rago as long as there 
remained timber 
on which to vent itself. 


What trees were spared by rulers and peo- 
ple were afterward utterly consumed during 
a civil war. 
The consequence of this ruth- 


less destruction of the forest growth is now 
painfully manifest injuimenso dry and arid 
wastes. The water conrses haro become 
empty channels, and the. system of canals 
constructed for artificial irrigation, and sup- 
plied from the living streams, has boon 
rendered useless. 


Tho moving sands of the desert, no lo 


restrained, by force barriers, nro gradually 
advancing and drifting over tho lairJ. They 
will continue their noiseless invasion until 
the whole Khanate will become ft dreary 
desert, as barren as tho wilderness separat- 
ing it from Khiva. It is not supposed that 
the khaii has sufficient ouorgy or tho means 
at his command to arrest the desolations 
that threaten to spread over his teiTitories. 
Tho example is ono to stimulate enlightened 
governments to avoid a similar catastrophe, 
by preserving a due proportion of forest 
lands in their domains, and by restoring 
those which have been improvidcntly laid 
bare.
